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Dating With Non-Jews 
Opposed By Teen-agers 


NEW YORK (P-O) — A sur- 
vey conducted by “Our Age,” the 
teen-age magazine of the United 
Synagogue of America, shows 
that the majority of Jewish boys 
and girls in the United States 
and Canada are opposed to dat- 
ing between Jews and non-Jews. 

The poll also disclosed that the 
majority of those interviewed 
plan to keep kosher homes after 
marriage and do not approve of 
active attempts to convert non- 
Jews to Judaism. 

The pollsters questioned over 
2,800 boys and girls between the 
ages of 12 and 16 in 80 cities 
in America and Canada. Sixty- 
nine per cent were members of 
United Synagogue Youth, Lead- 
ers Training Fellowship or other 
gewish youth groups. 

On the question “Do you be- 
lieve it is proper for a Jewish 
girl to date a nori-Jewish boy?” 
$2.3 per cent of the girls an- 
swered “yes” and 50.8 per cent 
answered “no.” Among the boys, 





38.2 per cent answered “yes” and 
38.8 per cent said ‘‘no.” 

On the query “Do you believe 
it is proper for a Jewish boy to 
date a non-Jewish girl?” the girls 
were 32.2 per cent in favor and 
49 per cent opposed. The boys 
were 43.4 in favor and 33.9 per 
cent opposed, 

On the question of kashruth. 
boys and girls joined in favor of 
keeping kosher Homes after mar- 
riage. Most prominent among 
the reasons given were “It’s a 
Jewish law” and “It’s one way of 
showing I am a Jew.” 

Sixty-four per cent of those 
queried thought synagogue offi- 
cers should be required to at- 
tend services at least weekly. 
The poll disclosed well over half 
the students opposed to teen-age 
curfews as a means of curbing 
juvenile deliqineuncy. 

While 70 per cent expressed 
a desire to visit Israel, few 
-planned to settle there perma- 
nently.

Suit Spurs Israel Campaign 
Against ‘Circumcision’ Quacks 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — A bill 
to end “quackery in circumci- 
sion” operations will shortly be 
introduced into the Knesset, fol- 
lowing initiation of an IL 38,000 
suit against Rabbi David Fried 
of Ashkelon and the Israeli Gov- 
ernment by parents of a child 
allegedly maimed for life in the 
operation. 

The father of the boy asserted 
that two days after the surgery, 
he noticed the place of the cir- 
cumcision became black. He 
rushed the child to the Kaplan 
Hospital in Rechovoth. The fa- 
ther said that hospital surgeons 
removed the child’s genitals. 

They told him, he declared, 
that the place of the circumcision 
had become rotten and that the 
resultant opejration was per- 
formed to save the boy’s life. 





The parents asserted that wher. 
they asked Rabbi Fried, who ai- 
legedly performed the original 
circumcision surgery, what he 
had done to their child, he re- 
plied “I don’t know from any- 
thing.” 

The incident, as reported in the 
Israeli weekly “Ha’Olam Haze,” 
allegedly highlighted the fact thar 
hundreds of “Mohels” through- 
out Israel are practicing circum- 
cision operations independent of 
any official supervision. 

The newspaper quotes Dov Co- 
hen, Minister of Religious Aft- 
fairs, as saying that the legal ad- 
viser of his ministery will short- 
ly draft a bill to bring the per- 
formance of circumcision sur- 
gery under stricter government 
control and supervision.

In filing their damage suit in 
Jerusalem District Court, the par- 
ents of the child asserted “Our 
boy will feel the need of living 
like a man, but won’t be able to 
do it.

Rabbi Fried, noting that the 
parents waited two years to file 
their suit, declared “It might 
even be that I did not perform 
this circumcision, In the two 
years that have passed, I circum- 
cised more than 300 children. I 
have circumcised a total of 2,000 
children in Ashkelon and thou- 
sahds of others in Rumania be 
fore I came to Israel. There were 
never any complaints. On the 
contrary, everybody said that I 
worked fine and fast. In our trade 
you need no diploma. That’s the 
way it is.” 


According to “Ha’Olam Haze” 
only 130 of the hundreds of Mo- 
halim active in Israel are under 
government supervision, This su- 
pervision is exercised jointly by 
the Chief Rabbinate and the Min- 
istries of Health and Religious 
Affairs. 

In newly developed commu- 
nities, the newspaper states, the 
Mohalim often operate indepen- 
dent of any supervision. 

“When such a Mohel, an old 
veteran from a primitive village 
in North Africa, starts his prac- 
tice in the new neighborhood, 
no one can stop him,” asserts the 
paper, “He might be diseased or 
might not even know how to 
wash his hands.

Red Sea as popularly believed 
but crossed Wadi E! Arish, to 
the north, 

Commentator W. R. Todd, on 
the BBC religious show “View- 
point,” said the popular miscon- 
ception of the miraculous escape 
of the Israelites, stemmed from 
the rendering of the Biblical 
words “yam suf” into Red Sea 
when they actually meant “reed 
sea,” 


Todd said the avenue of the 
Israelites’ escape was a _ dried 
mud pan in the Wadi El Arish 
which ‘is six to ten feet below 
sea level. When Moses and his 
flock arrived at the mud pan it 
was dry by virtue of long bak- 
ing under a hot sun. 

When the Israelites had 
crossed however, Todd theorized, 
a heavy gale sprang up, whipped 
the sea waters into mountainous 
waves which flooded the pan and 
drowned the pursuing Egyptians. 


Todd said the phenomenon had 
been discovered by British troops 
who were chasing the Turks in 
World War I. A mounted troop 
entered the mud pan and rode 
through it to bathe in the sea.

The drive to secure enactment 
of a bill bringing the operation 
under strict government contro! 
is spurred by a book written by 
Pinchas Rabinowitz, a clerk in 
a Tel Aviv Court who spotlights 
the risks incurred in circumsi- 
sion.

“The bookseller has a hanker- 
ing for pedantic accuracy and 
even clings to German as his 
language. Yet he frequently 
speaks Hebrew as does nearly 
everyone in Israel — the dark- 
eyed Egyptian manicurist across 
the street, the blond flower ven- 
dor from Belgium, the swarthy 
Iraqui clerk in the post office, 
the gray-eyed policeman whose 
grandfather fled the pogroms ia 
Russia in 1882. 

“In the private homes and the 
coffee houses of Jerusalem one 
topic of unending interest is the 
citizen of Israel whose composite 


is likely to bear the culturel 
marks, the skin color or the 
profile of a hundred different 
lands. 


“While the archaeologists and 
Hebrew scholars are striving to 
know the real Jewish physiog- 
nomy, the pathologists are work- 
ing from another direction. Dr. 
Haim Sheba, director of Tel Ha- 
shomer Hospital is promoting a 
theory that all but eliminates the 
European Jew as typical. 

“The theory, based on bio-chem- 
ical data, holds that European 
Jews are the descendants of cap- 
tive Judean soldiers and women 
slaves from the German plain 
who were furnished them as 
wives. The theory is based on 
the high glutathione content in 
their blood and on their resist- 
ance to “bean disease.’ 

“Glutathione, a component of 
the human cell, acts as a carrier 
of oxygen. The ‘bean disease’ ‘s 
known among Avignon Jews wko 
settled in southern France 2,000 
years ago, before the Roman sup- 
pression. It is also known among 
the Kurdistan Jews who fled the 
Mesopotamian tax collectors. In

“The Judean slaves in Rome 
had sons without the trait. Their 
daughters had it but were usual- 
ly given in marriage to non- 
Jews, By the time the Jews 
gained their freedom, several 
generations had passed and so 
had this Jewish characteristic,

ish types, they could at least 
walk without fear through flow- 
ering bean fields.”

the Mitzvah celebration of 
Harvey Kenneth Bodansky, a 
cerebral palsy child.

I hardly knew the child except 
that one couldn't help noticing 
the regularity with which this 
frail, .rembling victim, supported 
by his father, attended Hebrew 
classes and Sabbath services at 
Adas Israel. 

Generally I wouid look the 
other way when I saw them com- 


ing ‘or fear that they would 
think me rude or detect my enor- 
mous sadness at the child’s con- 
vuls ve attempts to walk like 
other children. 

AND SO IT was with great 
reluctance and with no relish 


that [ faced this invitation. I was 
anneyed and somewhat angry 
that such a child should be sub- 
jected to the arduous induction 
into the Jewish fold. Surely a 
Merciful God would forgive this 
frail, trembling child if he did not 
go through this ordeal; surely 
the community could overlook 
the ritual and with a token ges- 
ture enfold this handicapped 
member with iove and gentleness 
without expecting him to prove 


himself. 
Here was a child who had been 
stricken since birth, who had 


never known a whole decent day 
in all his young life and who now 
was scheduled to attend to his 
Bar Mitzvah. 

At birth, Harvey was given 
24 hours to live. Since the brain 
damage affected Harvey’s suck- 
ing. swallowing and normal re- 
flex apparatus, the doctor in at- 
tendance assured the parents that 
the child would not be a prob- 
lem because he could not pos- 
sibiv survive. 


BUT PAKENTS go on love and 
faith and not on facts, so they 
insis:-d upon feeding Harvey 
with a medicine dropper until 
he no longer needed it. That was 
13 years ago. 

Harvey now crawls about on 
his back without his braces and 
slides down the stairs holding 
the rails. His motor reflexes are 
still awry. His every breath is 
a thing of great concern and ef- 
fort. This Harvey, with braces, 
was .o stand alone to pledge his 
faith. 

Where would he get the stam- 
ina, the control, I -wondered. It 
was cruel to subject this frail 
child to such an extent and I 
said so to the education director, 
Dr. Ashery. He answered me in 
astonishment. 


“BUT HARVEY wants it,” he 
exclaimed. “He wants the entire 
Bar Mitzvah service with noth- 
ing left out. He wants to do what 
the other boys have done. This 
he says he knows he can do. And 
who am I to deny him the op- 
portunity? When a child like 
that sets his heart on it, I shall 
help all I can. He even wants to 
walk alone from his seat to the 
pulpit, but I told him we cannot 
take the risk of his falling down

Golden 


By ‘Commentary’ Hit 


NEW YORK (P-O) — “Harry 
Golden’s rise has been a remark- 
able Phenomenon in American 
life and letters and if one reads 
his works carefully one cannot 
possibly entertain any suspicions 
about his success. The plain fact 
is that Golden strikes a chord 
common to men and women all 
over the world.” 


Writing in “Congress Bi-Week- 
ly,” a publication of the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress, Harold J. 
Ribalow notes that “this may 
bother ‘Commentary.’ It does not 
bother the rest of us.” 


Ribalow indicates that in the 
sneers directed by “Commert- 
ary,’ an American Jewish Com- 
mittee publication, at Harry Gold- 
en’s works and triumphs, he is 
strongly reminded of the song 
“They're all out of step but Jim.” 

“In 1958,” writes Ribalow, 
“Golden published ‘Only in Amer- 
ica,’ a collection of pieces culled 
from the columns of his singular 
journal the ‘Carolina Israelite. 
The rest, as they say, is history. 
‘Only in America’ turned out to 
be the publishing phenomenon 
of the year. Appearing almos: 
unheralded it soon took reviewers 
and readers — non-Jews as well 
as Jews — by storm, 

“The book became an immedi- 
ate best seller and overnigkt 
transformed its relatively obscure 
author into a national figure. A 
year later, Golden presented his 
expectant public with a second 
book, ‘For 2c Plain’ and it too 
was an instant success, In the 
summer of 1960 Golden made 
available a third volume of es- 
says “Enjoy, Enjoy!’ The same 
people who eagerly snapped up 
the earlier volumes responded as 
enthusiastically to the third and 
it too gained national best sell- 
erdom. 

“All three books were widely 
reviewed in-journals across the 
country, everywhere it seemed— 
except in the pages of ‘Com- 
mentary.’ Harry Golden took this 
indifference in stride. After ali, 
he needed a review — favorable 
or otherwise — in ‘Commentary,’ 
like he needed another royalty 
check.” _— 


Ribalow notes that Joseph 
Wood Krutch, Carl Sandbure, 
Adlai Stevenson, Gerald Johnson 
and 450 other writers and re- 
viewers lauded Golden's works 
while Theodore Solotaroff, asso- 
ciate editor of ‘Commentary,’ 
who wrote the article disparaging 
the Carolinian, had to go to the 
Santa Rosa, Calf., ‘Press Demo- 
crat’ and an obscure critic in 
Forest Park, Ill., to find quotable 
material downgrading Goldens 
books, 

Ribalow takes sharp issue with

is “soft” on segregationists and 
is “constantly reassuring the 
Southerners that he ‘understands’ 
and respects their viewpoint.” 

“Immediately after the famous 
Supreme Court decision of May 
17, 1954,” writes Ribalow, “Gold- 
en, thanks to his clear and un- 
mistakable support of the court’s 
ruling, lost one-third of his gross 
income because the advertisers 
and the subscribers of the “Caro- 
lina Israelite’ cancelled out. 

“He lost another third when, 
against the advice of his closest 
friends, he went with Eleanor 
Roosevelt to conduct a political 
Seminar at the Highlander Folk 
School at Monteagle, Tenn, — 
this at the time when Senator 
Eastland had called Myles Hore 
ton, the director of the Southern 
Regional Council, to swear. that 
he was not a Communist. 

“In addition, Golden then ac- 
cepted a post as a director of 
the Southern Regional Council 
and wrote to George Mitchell, 
its director at the time, ‘I’m mak- 
ing lots of speeches and cannot 
do much work but since the cry, 
in Georgia is that you are all 
Communists, I think the least 
I can do to fight the segregation- 
ists is to join your Board of Di- 
rectors,’ Golden, incidentally, is 
one of the nine ‘whites’ in the 
entire South who are life mem- 
bers of the NAACP.” 

Ribalow points out that because 
of the financial setback suffered 
by Golden as a result of his 
championship of the cause of in- 
tegration, he found continued 
publication of his paper increas- 
ingly difficult. Finally, he had 
to borrow heavily to meet oper- 
ating costs. Among those who 
helped him were Senator Her- 
bert H. Lehmann, Edward War- 
burg and Irving M, Engel, then 
president of the American Jew- 
ish Committee. The instant suc- 
cess of “Only in America” was 
the only thing that saved the 
paper and enabled Golden to pay 
back his loans, according to Hiba- 
low. 

“Mr. Solotaroff,” sums up Rib- 
alow, “is quite wrong when he 
says that ‘the truths Golden 
speaks about segregation neither 
hjurt nor disturb,’ They hurt 
enough for the segregationists to 
have wished him out of busi- 
ness.”

I am asked for recipes for 
Tayglach by Mrs. Sandock, Souih 
Bend, and Mrs. Meyers, Chicago. 
Below are two variations, 

TAYGLACH 

2% cups sifted flour 

pinch salt 








1 tsp. baking powder 

4 eggs 

4 tbisps. oil 

1 pound dark honey 

% cup brown sugar 

1 tsp. powdered ginger 

% tsp. nutmeg 

2 cups filberts or other nuts 

1% cup candied cherries, op- 

tional 

Sift the dry ingredients into a 
mixing bowl. Make a well in the 
center and drop the eggs and oil 
into it. Work into flour and mix 
until a dough is formed. Break 
off small amounts of the dough 
and form into pencil thick strips. 
Cut into %-inch pieces and place 
on a lightly greased cookie sheet. 
Bake 20 minutes at 350 degrees 
or until browned. Cool. Cook the 
honey, brown sugar and spices 
together for 15 minutes. Drop 
the baked dough into. the mixture 
and cook 5 minutes more, Ada 
nuts and cook 10 minutes. Stir 
frequently. Test the mixture by 
dropping a small amount on a

wet surface. If it is done, it wil! 
stick together. If necessary, cook 
longer. Stir to prevent scorch- 
ing. Turn out on a wet board and 
cool until easy to handle. Shape 
into balls between moistened 
hands. Stud with candied cherries 
if desired. Cool. 
TAYGLACH No. II 

2 eggs, well beaten 

2 tbisps. oil 

1 tbisp. water 

2 cups sifted flour 

14 tsp. baking powder 

1 lb. honey 

1 cup sugar 

1 tsp. ground ginger 

1% cup broken walnuts 
Mix oil, eggs and water. Sift to- 
gether flour and baking powder 
and add to the egg mixture. Mix 
to a smooth dough and roll out 
to %-inch thickness on lightly 
floured board. Cut into cubes. 
Place in oven at 350 degrees un- 
til heated, mix well. Mix the 
honey, sugar and ginger in a 3- 
inch square pan, 2-inches deep. 
Stir in cubes of dough. Return 
to oven and bake 20 minutes 
without opening oven door, Re- 
move pan from oven and stir 
until cubes of dough are sepa- 
rated before returning to over 
for 40 minutes. Stir two or three 
times during this baking period. 
Cubes should be browned. Grease 
a 7-inch square pan and spread 
half the walnuts on bottom of 
pan. Pour in the cookie and 
honey mixture. Sprinkle evenly 
with remaining walnuts. Cool 
and cut into squares. At room 
temperature, the tayglach are 
moist and sticky. If a firmer pro- 
duct is desired, refrigerate be- 
fore serving. 

Mrs. H. S. Susswein of Tren- 
ton, N. J., asks for parve filling 
for cream puffs. I suggest any 
mixture of finely chopped dried 
fruits, cooked to a soft pulp. Dr 
orange or pineapple juice thick- 
ened with cornstarch, Or one of 
the prepared parve whipped top- 
pings sold commercially.

3 pounds beets, peeled 

1 pound honey 

1 tblsp. ground ginger 

1 pound sugar 

6 oz. blanched almonds, 
sliced 

Cut beets into shoestring strips. 


Place in a large pot adding just 
enough water to cover. Cook un- 
til crisp yet tender to the fork. 
Drain thoroughly. Reserve juice 
for borsht. Place beets and re- 
maining ingredients in pot and 
bring to the boiling point. Reduce 
heat to moderate and, stirring 
constantly boil until the mixture 
cannot be stirred down. Cook one 
hour. Pour into jelly glasses or 
jars which have been sterilized 
Seal. Good as a side dish with 
meat or poultry for Passover. 
PASSOVER CARROT CANDY 

1 pound grated carrot 

2 cups sugar 

% cup finely chopped nuts 

% tsp. ground ginger 
Add sugar and ginger to grated 
raw carrots. Bring to the boil- 
ing point. Reduce heat to moder- 
ate and cook one hour, stirring 
constantly until thick and dark 
in color. Test by dropping a 
small amount of the mixture on 
a cool plate. A soft ball should 
be formed. Add nuts and continue 
cooking 10 minutes. Stir with 
wooden spoon. Pour onto a well- 
greased plate or pan. Pat out tu 
one-inch thickness. Mark into 
squares or diamonds with knife 
tip. Cool. Cut when cold.

Israeli Hospitals 
Need 2,000 
Additional Nurses 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — More 
than 2,000 additional registered 
nurses are needed to serve the 
increasing number of patients in 
Israeli hospitals, according to a 
survey conducted by the Insti- 
tute for Practical Social Re- 
search. 


The hospitals are meeting the 
Problem, according to an article 
in “Ha’Olam Haze,’ Israeli week- 
ly, by promoting practical nurses 
to the rank of registered nurse 
and inducting young, inexperi- 
enced girls into the ranks cf 
practical nurses. 


Still, the number of nurses 
enrolled is below the desired 
quota. The situation will shortly 
be further complicated by the 
opening of new hospitals, the 
weekly states. 


The survey found that while 
many high school students be- 
come imbued with a passion for 
nursing and go through the 
nurses’ training schools, they 
quit the nursing field soon after 
their appointment to hospitals. 





Says Mate Kidnapped Her, 
Asks Custody of Children 


TEL AVIV (P-O) — A Chris- 
tian woman who claims she was 
kidnaped from her father’s home 
in Kuwait and transported to Iran 
and then to Israel by a man to 
whom she was never officially 
married has filed a suit in Tei 
Aviv District Court asking cus- 
tody of her two children. 

The woman is Rani Ezer-Fi- 
bant. She asserts in her suit 
that she was born a Christian 
and did not know her mate, 
Sabiach Ezer-Fibant, was Jewish 
until she came to Israel. She has 
filed the suit under the name 
of Renna Fashra Chadad. 

The attorney for the defense 
claims the couple were properly 
married, that the woman knew 
her husband was Jewish all along 
and that she declared herself to 
be a Jewess at the Jewish Agen- 
cy overseas and in Israel. 


“Actually the applicant is ask 
ing for a ruling on ‘who is a 
Jew,’” declared the .defense at- 
torney. He said the Israeli Leg- 





islature had not yet set up a 
yardstick by which stfch a meas- 
urement could be made. 


The State Juridicial Adviser 
has asked for copies of the appii- 
cant’s brief as the State is in- 
terested in the case and will ap- 
pear in the proceedings as a third 
party.

Leaving the Ezras and 
Nehemias for another occasion, 
since Purim is primarily a secu- 
lar diaspora holiday, it is well to 
remind ourselves every so often 
of the relative position and val- 
ues of our modern day Mordecais 
and Daniels. * 

“Daniels are no more simple 
to describe than Mordecais. There 
have always been complicated 
personalities among us—inter- 
esting, loyal, socially productive;

“There can be no doubt of the 
vital part played by Jews in 
western culture since their eman.

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Wealthier Congregants Should Bear Greater Share of Financial Burden

factors then come in to play — 
how are you going to convince 
these members that they should 
give more and who is going to 
undertake the task of approach- 
ing them? 


Let’s consider the question of 
convincing a segment of the 
mem ership that they must as 
sume a greater obligation in sup- 
port of the synagogue. There 
are two possible approaches, one 
of which we might term “emo 


tional” while the other we might 
title “practical.” 

Experience indicates that many 
synagogue leaders are reluctant 
to rely on the emotional approach 
since this method involves con- 
vincing a group of individuais 
that their synagogue is the most 
important Jewish institution in 
the community and worthy of 
support equal to or greater than 
other Jewish community institu- 
tions and activities. In order to 
Properly utilize this approach, 
those who undertake it must be 
fully convinced themselves of the 
arguments and have acted ac- 
cordingly. 


IN THE practical approach we 
find synagogue leaders taking 
the tack of how great a tax bene- 
fit can be derived from gifts to 
religious institutions. In other 
instances they key it to income 
brackets and income tax levys 
and by doing a bit of multiplica- 
tion come up ‘with a percentage 
of gross earnings and ask the 
contributor to respond on that 
basis. 

In 1956 at the 8th Workshop 
Conference of the National Asso- 
ciation of Temple Administrators 
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(Reform), there waS a session 
devoted to “Securing the Future 
of Your Synagogue.” In addition 
to a distinguished tax attorney 
and bank officials participating 
in the discussion, an excellent 
paper was delivered by Henry 
Fruhauf, Comptroller of Congre- 
gation Emanu-El of the City of 
New York. The following ex- 
cerpts from Mr. Fruhauf’s re- 
marks are enlightening: 

“Throughout the history of 
charitilable organizations, the 
problem of obtaining gifts com- 
mensurate with the ability of the 
giver has plagued the fund-raiser 
and the executive. In Bibical 
times it was decreed that the 
Jew give half a shekel for an 
offering to the Lord: ‘Everyone 
twenty years and upward shall 
give the offering of the Lord, 
and the rich shall not give more 
and the poor shall not give less.’ 
And thus it is possible to ident- 
ify oneself with the congrega- 
tional community by the pay- 
ment of a fixed amount, 


“WE HAVE COME ito regard 
the support of the synagogue as 
to be handled in a 
democratic way. We set a stand- 
ard dues or, if we wish to fool 
ourselves, we call it a minimum 
dues, And we encourage the half- 
shekel philosophy of contribu- 
tion. Our membership dues are 
the support of our-congregation- 
al life. Just as the half-shekel 
was found insufficient in Bibi- 
cal times, as evidenced by the 
later concept of tithing, where 
one-tenth of a man’s yearly pro- 
duce was expected to be con- 
tributed to his house of worship, 
the congregation today finds the 
minimum dues, or the standard 
dues, not adequate. 

“The concept of tithing was 
not a simple one. There was not 
one tithe alone. The tithe which 


a matter 
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aman gave to the House of God 
did not include his acts of char= 
ity, nor his contributions to spe- 
cial causes. It is true that in 
those days the house of religion 
was a clearing-house for acts of 
charity, but there were other 
specific tithes designed to meet 
the needs of institutional life, as 
well as the needs of the poor in 
the community. The point to keep 
in mind is that the requests fcr 
these tithes always emanated 
from the House of God. 


“In the development of our 
civilization we found that the spe- 
cialization of charity keleping 
pace with our industrial speciali- 
zation. The house of worship has 
always specialized in offering 
a-place for meditation and 
prayer, coupled with the auxi- 
liary activities which sometimes, 
unfortunately, overshadow the re- 
ligious purposes. Too many of 
our people assume that the needs 
of the house of prayer are as 
small as their own participation 
in worship. Yet they know — and 
they will never let us forget it — 
that the temple must ‘always b>? 
there for them. 


“TODAY WE have charitable 
organizations which are com- 
pletely divorced from the syna- 
gogue, through their own free 
choice, whose concern with the 
religious life of the community 
is so negligible as to be truly 
a matter of concern to many of 


our leaders, These support their 
activities on the tithing princi- 


ple, and you cannot deny the ef- 
fectiveness of their campaign 
practices to obtain large gifts. 


Just as they are able to collect 
their tithes for charity, so should 
we be able to coilect tithes for

the house of prayer from each 
member of the community. Our 
problem is how to get our tithes, 
not the half-shekel. 


“We find ourselves wondering 
why we don’t get the large gifts 
and bequests. We have not re 
ceived them because we have 
never asked for them in many 
cases. We have said that each 
man is equal in the House of 
God, and each man shall contri- 
bute an equal amount toward 
the maintenance of the House of 
God. Now we know that no mat- 
ter how small or how modest 
each house of worship may be, 
it was erected principallly 
through large contributions of a 
few individuals. Once the build: 
ing is up, we must make an ef- 
fort to sustain the high level of 
giving by the men who can af- 
ford it.”

BUY MORE ISRAEL BONDS 
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PREPARE IN ADVANCE 


CAN WORLD JEWRY plan and provide for its des- 
tiny with some hope of the possibility of success, or must 
it forever be a buffer in the storm-tossed seas of inter- 
national intrigues and developments? : 

This is a good question, one that possibly may give 
us a basic understanding of the need for concerted action 
by Jews of the world in a time when millions of Jews 
are jeopardized both physically and spiritually. 

AT THE MOMENT the critical spots are in Morocco, 
and perhaps Algiers, and in Russia. . 

What is world Jewry doing about these situations? 
And if they are doing anything at all, is it on an ad hoc 
basis, where world Jewry waits until Jews are under at- 
tack. and then reacts, or where world Jewry seeks to avoid 
the crisis by planning and working intelligently long in 
advance of the outburst. 

In the case of Morocco, we can recall where the Amer- 
ican Jewish Committee, which deserves nothing but praise 
for its efferts in behalf of world Jewry, was issuing the 
advice that Jews should stay in Morocco because they were 
promised equality. Based on a knowledge of past Jewish 
history, what was this promise by the Moroccan adminis- 
tration worth? : 

IN RUSSIA, THE problem is of a different nature, 
but the attempts to aid the Jews of Russia have drawn 
an even more confused picture, with national Jewish or- 
ganizations vieing for prestige, and with Jewish leaders 
challenging each other’s views. . 

Nahum Goldmann, president of the World Jewish Con- 
gress, within a matter of days, took issue with documented 
statements made by the American Jewish Committee and 
Label Katz, president of the B’nai B'rith before a United 
Nations Commission studying Anti-Semitism in Russia. 
Goldmann is, of course, angling for an official bid to visit 
Russia, and here the stakes are fate of Russian 
Jewry—so he no doubt weighed his words before deciding 
on the course of action he took. 


IF WORLD JEWRY does not unite two things will 


happen. One is that Jews in countries where they are sub- 


jected to prejudice, will suffer. The other is that world 
Jewry will be forced to abdicate the right it now holds— 
to deal with problems involving Jews in any part of the 
world where they are discriminated against. Israel will 
not long stand for this fighting between the American 
Jewish Committee and its world-wide associates on the 
one hand, and World Jewish Congress and its affiliates on 
the other. Israel will step in. 

Even if all Jewish organizations were to agree to drop 
their battling for recognition, the precariousness of the 
lives of Jews in the trouble spots would be little alleviated. 

Yet, in a time of crisis, even the bitterest rivals unite 
for common action, and it is only with all the strength 
that the world Jewish community can muster that there 
is any hope of bettering the plight of embattled Jewries. 

WITH A UNITED front, it then may be possible to 
prepare in advance for difficulties. If it is true that world 
Jewry is merely a pawn in the moves of the nations of 
the world, it should also be true that a united Jewry can 
muster more strength than one that is fragmented. 


MORE FIGHTING 


The answer of readers who wade through the charges 
and countercharges (P-O, March 3) between the American 
Jewish Congress and the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai 
B’rith in the Miami religion-in-school case will unquestion- 
ably be “A plague on both of your houses!” 

It is not a pretty picture when two of the three lead- 
ing civic defense agencies in the Jewish community hurl 
charges of deceit against one another. 

This very breakdown in a united Jewish front in a 
critical area of public action is what brought into being 
the National Community Relations Advisory Council. The 
AJCongress is a member of this clearing house, which is 
backed by the bulk of the U.S. Jewish community, the 
ADL is not. 

For this reason alone, if for no other, we believe that 
most of the Jewish community will side with the Congress 
against the ADL. 
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OUR PIECE HERE some weeks back to 
the effect that the Cohens had the largest 
family in the US. Jewish community almost 
stood up. Only one reader challenged us. 


He’s Reuben E. Gross, of Staten Island, 
and here is what he had to say: 


Dear Gabe: 

i’m sure there are families larger than 
- the Gross’s. But we have you topped with 
four boys and five girls. My oldest, Avery, 
is president of the senior class at Yeshiva 
U. Alex (Rabbi Jacob Joseph School) is 
president of the National Council of Syna- 
gogue Youth. David attends Ner Israel in 
Baltimore. Four of the girls, Havivah, 
Benita, Shulamith and Judith attend the 
Jewish Foundatior School of Staten Island. 
Naomi and Donn are too little to go to 

school. So top that! .

SO THE COHENS can’t top that. 

But the €ohens and the Gross’s can medi- 
tate happily on the kind of life they live as 
compared to that in a one or two child family. 

What father of 52 can come home to a 
3-year-old who’s soon lifted up. into the air 
to come down to nestle in a doting parent’s 
arms, and from there move in the direction 
of a six-year-old, whose bright blue eyes shine 
appreciatively out of a head of black hair. 


Meanwhile the 9-year-old, without batting” 


an eye at her father’s entrance, seems to read 
even more intently the book with which she’s 
occupied. We have our doubts about her ser- 
enity not being ruffled by her dad’s presence. 

THE 10-YEAR-OLD boy (soon to be 
eleven) is in fact completely oblivious of his 
father. He neither needs him nor is interested. 
He has his own fish to fry. 

From there to the 15-year-old daughter, 
just gazing out on a whole bright exciting 
world ahead of her, is as far as we go at 
home. The three big ones are away at college, 
with the battle of the check-book balance often 
close to being lost as bills for tuition fees, 
books, board and room rent, fly around like 
a flock of birds disturbed while feeding. 

Our eldest, Larry, will be married, God 
will, later this month, to Lori Fumil, a fellow- 
student at the University of Chicago. And a 
new family is begun. 


THIS IS THE kind of life the Gross’s and 


_— 


the Cohens lead. It has its difficulties, but 
these are far outweighed by the compensa. 
tions. What is a loving child’s smile worth? 
How do you value the wet kiss of a 6-year-old, 
and how do you weigh in the realm of what 
life has to bestow the shining faces gathereq 
around the Friday evening table, singing lusti- 
ly the traditional Sabbath songs, and reciting 
the time-honored Jewish prayers? 

The compensations are greatest for the 
children themselves, bolstered throughout their 
lives with the backing and the sympathy and 
the help of their older and younger brotherg 
and sisters who share their pains and their 
joys, who accompany them on their first day 
to school,,.who guide them in their first love 
affair, who come to witness their happy oc- 
casions, who keep the thread of family loyalty 
strong even though some are already sepa- 
rated by hundreds of miles. 

Which life was meant for us? The one 
of the large family or the one of the small 
family?

HAVING DELIVERED ourselves last week 
of a piece on the progress of the Anglo-Jewish 
press of America, we now turn to a persistent 
evil, which still marks some of the papers in 
the field which are considered better than 
average. 

The Jewish Advocate of Boston purchases 
in some way some of the editorials of The 
Jewish Chronicle of London. 

This is indefensible. 

FOR A PAPER which receives stich recog- 
nition from the Boston Jewish community to 
use as its editorial views those written in 
London cannot be explained even on the 
grounds that the views of the London editor 
are supported by the editors of The Jewish 
Advocate. 

The rub comes when readers of The Ad- 


vocate challenge it for editorial views ex- 
pressed in these london-written editorials. 


Still we believe that our piece of last 
week will stand up. Some ten and fifteen years 
ago, the “canned” editorial evil was much 
more widespread. Today it persists in only a 
few papers. 





Can Reform Pay The Price of Freedom Unlimited 


The charge is frequently lev- 
eled against Reform Judaism 
that it advocates no disciplines; 
that it permits everyone to reach 
his own conclusions and there- 
fore fix his own practices; that 
because of an over-emphasis on 
individual freedom, it induces no 
observance, no sense of Mitzvos, 
no feeling of personal religious 
obligation. 


THE CHARGE is usually re- 
futed by pointing to Reform’'s 
stress on maturity. An adult, so 
runs the argument, should be 
able to fashion his own way of 
life, if only he is exposed to 
proper guidance. Religion is a 
private matter and ultimate deci- 
sion should be left with each per- 
son. 


Are the charges true? Are the 
refutations true? Or is there 
truth with both? 


MY OBSERVATIONS are based 
on rabbinical experience in sev- 
eral states, but are influenced 
strongly by what I have wit- 
nessed in this community. I find 
increased observance and height- 
ened feeling for religion within 
the temple; over the years Re- 
form has become more “Jewish” 
and has recaptured and expanded 
significant elements of the Tra- 
dition once abandoned. But out- 
side of the temple, particularly 
in the home, religious observ- 
ance has slowly declined. Our 
children (in many cases, though 


decidedly not in all!) live in less 


of a Jewish environment than. 


did their parents and grandpar- 
ents and the downward move- 
ment has not been stemmed. To 
put it differently: the feeling for 
and the participation in Jewish 
community has grown consider- 
ably, while simultaneously the 
Jewish content of the home has 
attenuated. 

The over-riding reason for this 
State of our faith must be 
ascribed, primarily, to the im- 
pact of the majority culture; in 
a free society minorities will al- 
ways need to contend mightily to 
maintain their identity, Also, the 
institutian of the family itself 
has changed and has lost much 
of the stability of former years. 


BUT, HOWEVER weighty 
these considerations, what have 
we done to counteract the dis- 
placement of home by congre- 
gation? Have we emphasized suf- 
ficiently the crucial role of the 
parent in Judaism? Have we 
initiated massive Programs to 
persuade why and to demonstrate 
how a home should be Jewish? 
I do not think so. We have ex: 
pended almost all of our efforts 
om the activities of the syna- 
gogue; what a person does at 
home we have left to his own 
discretion (and whim). 

I have the impression that. on 
some level, our people really do 
not like this approach; they want 


to know what is expected of 
them; they seek direction and 


Guidance and counsel. Too much . 


freedom spells anarchy — we are 
now reaping the fruits of “pro 
gressive” thinking in education 
and religion. If it be our task to 
lead, then let us say candidly 
what we advocate in ethical be- 
havior and in religious practice 
as well. The freedom to respond 
to our plea positively or nega 
tively would hardly be abrogated, 
only there would now exist a 
set of practices to which we call 
respond. 


I INTEND to set forth in fu- 
ture columns specific ways in 
which we may live religiously 
in today’s world and through 
which we may begin to trans- 
mute the words into deeds.

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Denies Voicing Opposition 
lo Social Action Center 


gEditor Jewish POST and OPINION 
The article which appeared ir 


your Februray 17th issue cor- 
cerning the proposed UAHC Cen- 
ter for Social Action requires 
some explanation since, while the 
facts are stated correctly, tne 
impression that it conveys is ut- 
terly false. I refer to the manner 
in which the letter of Mr. Al- 
fred R. Bachrach, president of 
Temple Emanu-El, and my se:- 
mon to which your correspondent 


refers, are made to sound as 
though both appeared at the 
same time. 


The fact is that Mr. Bachrach’s 
letter to the president of the 
UVAHC congregations expressing 
his opposition to the establish- 
ment of a Social Action Center 
in Washington was mailed early 
in February, 1961, while my ser 
mon was delivered on Friday 
evening, October 23, 1960, in con- 
nection with the dedication of the 
three stories that had been added 
to the House of Living Judaism. 
Since the theme of the dedica- 
tion ceremonies was American 
Judaism in the year 2,000 I took 
occasion to discuss, among other 
things, the setting up of an over- 
all body to speak for all the 
Jews of our country. I expressed 
my opposition not only to such 
a project, but also to the idea 
that any individual speaks or 
should speak for the entire Re- 
form Jewish community. I ir- 
dicated that I do not speak Zor 
my own congregation but, as its 
rabbi performing his function as 
a teacher, speak to my people. 
The difference between the for 
and the to is quite evident. 
Regarding the present contro- 
versy, may I only say that I 
owe an apology to no one for my 
activities in the field of social 
justice. My rabbinate of more 
than 38 years speaks for itself. 
The three congregations I have 
served have by no means been in 
Wnanimous agreement with the 
positions I have taken and cor- 
tinue to take. I never expected 
them to. But there has never becn 
any question as to my right te 
speak freely upon any theme 
which I regarded as vital. 

Contrary to the statement in 


your article, I did not express 
a “protest against the proposed 
center’ in my dedicatory ser- 
mon. The fact is that I have net 
expressed an opinion on either 
side. I do feel, however, that tne 
action in Miami Beach was taken 
too hastily and am in agree- 
ment with those who requested 
the union officials to wait un‘il 
the next UAHC Biennial Assem- 
bly this November when the 
problem could be resolved after 
everyone who desires to do so, 
will have been given an opportu- 
nity to express his views.

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I am very much interested in finding 
out what my name means and its origin. My parents came 
from Kolomea, Galicia—HERMAN ZEHNER, Chicago, Il. 
ZEHNER is a family name susceptible of a number of mean- 
ings. The most likely meaning is that your ancestor was 
a member of the Jewish Community Council which consisted

in Przemysl, 
GRAEBER, Los Angeles, Calif. 


of 10 persons. Zehner means “one of 10.” 
It also may refer to a 10 cent piece which 
in Austria was first minted in 1788, about 
a year before your family name was as- 
sumed. References to coins often occur in 
Jewish family names. Such names were 
often assumed because the bearer was in- 
trigued by the innovation. 
DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I would appreciate 
it if you would tell me the origin of my. 
name, GRAEBER. My grandfather was born 


Austria. Fhanks.—SUZANNE 


GRAEBER at the present time would indicate a grave digger. 

But Jewish family names in Galicia date back to 1789 when 
your nate meant “a cutter or engraver of seals.” This was 
a flourishing Jewish trade in the 18th century and the name 
was quite widespread. Seals were often used instead of a 
signature and since there was no rubber yet, they were cut 
in wood, stone or metal. The name Steinschneider and Stem- 
pelmacher have the same meaning. Also the name Pach from 
the Hebrew initials of a seal engraver.

NEW YORK (P-O)—“At night 
an Arabian Nights scene meets 
me in the Synagogue. The men 
wear red fezzes, are dressed in 
white flowing robes and are fol- 
lowed by their sons and grand- 
sons. Clusters of these families 
place themselves comfortably ir. 
various spots of the Synagegue 

“The grandfather, patriarch- 
ally, placed in the middle, sits 
on a carpet, sometimes barefoot, 
resting against a high cushion 
or box Next to him sits his son, 
a little on the heavy side, but 
withou’ the elder’s flowing white 
beard and side-curls.” 

In .this graphic manner Man- 
fred R. Lehman, writing in the 
Magazine “Jewish Life,” de- 
scribes the colorful scene in the 
largesi synagogue in dry, heat- 
ridden Aden on the Arab Penin- 
sula, where a thriving Jewish 
community symbolizes the well- 
being and religious dedication of 
the Jews, now living in Africa. 


“THE SYNAGOGUE,” writes 
Lehman “built of stone, has 
only a marble Tevah (table on 
which the Torah is read) in its 
midst with no benches or seats 


around it at all. Two partial rows 
of high pillars go on either side 
of the Tevah and in the eastern 


and western wings there are 
rows upon rows of very low 
wooden benches. In the front of 


the northern wall, a wide Aron 
Kodesh houses the Torah scrolls, 
each encased in round wooden 
boxes ir Yemenite fashion. As is 
the custom in Oriental Syna- 
gogues. scores of elaborate silver 


lamps are suspended from the 
ceiling 
Virtually all the Jews in Aden 


are Orthodox and every Jewish 
shop is closed on Shabboth, Leh- 
mann writes. He reports hearing 


complaints about the unhappy 
* lot of approximately 1,000 Jews 
in neighboring Yemen whose 
king refuses them the right to 
emigrate. 
During the summer of 1960, 


during the height of the Congo 
crisis, Lehmann touched ground 
in over ten African nations. The 
trip lasted six weeks. His first 
stop was Ethiopia. 


‘NOWHERE IN Africa,” he 


writes. “are the ties with the 
Jews as long, ancient and mu- 
tual as in Ethiopia. Ethiopians 
take enormous pride in their 


claims that the imperial dynasty 
of their ancient land began with 
Emperor Menelik I, believed to 
have been a son of King Solo- 


mon and the Queen of Sheba. 
Hence the imperial title ‘The 
Lion of Judah.’ 

“One of the most interesting 


links between Ethiopia and Ju- 
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daism is the famous tribe of 
Falashas. The forty thousand 
members of this tribe live in the 
northern region of the land 
which lies on the Sudanese bord- 
er, around the ancient city of 
Gondar. 

“There, in the middle of the 
African bush, villages upon vil- 
lages of straw huts are inhabited 
by black Africans who call them- 
selves B’ney Israel and still speak 
the ancient Ethopic dialect of 
Geez which is very close to Ara- 
maic. They were unknown to 
the outside world until discov- 
ered in the nineteenth century 
by explorers who found an en- 
tire African people practicing 
Scriptural Judaism in minute, 
literal detail. 


“THEY WERE found in pos- 
session of all of the books of the 
Tanach except the Book of Es- 
ther, with rich literature of their 
own including-some apocryphal 
writings unknown elsewhere. 
Their prayers and liturgy are 





very rich. Their strict observance 
of the law is based on Scripture 
only and the Rabbinic writings 
are unknown to them. Nor do 
they know the Feast of Chanu- 
kah. 


“Although Falashas frown up- 
on the frivolous and irreligious 
influence of the big city of Addis 
Ababa, a few Falashas have set- 
tled in the capital and have 
reached high positions. Among 
the best known of them is Ato 
Taddese Yakob, Minister of Ag- 
riculture. The chief of the air 
force is a Falasha general. The 
Emperor is said to be very fond 
of the Falashas who are among 
his most loyal and _ intelligent 
subjects and he therefore does 
not encourage their emigration 
to Israel. 


“The Israel Embassy in Addis 
Ababa is the center of much 
activity these days. Several 
teams of technicians from Israel 
are busy teaching Ethiopians im- 
portant skills in transportation, 





agriculture, business, etc. I met 
several wonderful Israeli fami- 
lies residing in Addis Ababa who 
told me enthusiastically of the 
work they are doing there. Ir 
the past, much equipment, such 
as tractors, trucks, busses, etc. 
sent from the United States 
broke down for lack of trained 
technicians. The Israelis are fill- 
ing that gap. The Israelis I met 
there are true idealists and go 
about their tasks with love and 
enthusiasm. 


“I FOUND THAT an active 
trade has developed along the 
Red Sea, connecting the ports of 
Eilath and Massawa in Eritrea. 
Israeli cement, ice boxes, cos- 
metics, textiles, plastics, etc., are 
being imported and Ethiopian 
meat, coffee and other goods are 
exported on the same boats. 

“IT heard that a small colony 
of Chassidic shochtim have been 
sent to Asmara to slaughter the 
kosher meat which Israel buys 
in Ethiopia. One motzoe Shab- 
both I joined a social gathering 
of Israeli families and soon 
heard for the first time a discus- 
sion in modern Hebrew on a 
projected leopard-hunt and _ sa- 
fari.”’ 

In Nairobi, Lehmann found 
“an unusually beautiful and im- 











pressive Synagogue” of modes

This is due to the fact 
that white settlers are virtually 
non-existent in West Africa, The 
West Coast of Africa has always 
been known as ‘the white man’s 
grave’ because of dangeroy 
tropical diseases rampant there’
